What can be more delicate than 
this lovely specimen of the earth? But 
fiest they are cut into shape and then pass 
into the polisher’s hands to be brushed up 
into the pertection that alone enables them 
to catch and reflect the light.

They exact 
pledges from male candidates to support 
their favorite schemes of social reform— 
especially those dealing with the drink |æ 
trafic. Drunkenness is one of the greatest |` 
curses of Iceland. 

Most of the people live on Jonely farms. 
Until recent years the farmer went to Rek- 
javik, the capital, once a year, in early 
summer, to sell wool. He had a drunken 
bout therc, lasting some days or weeks, 
and then came home—to keep sober until 
he came again next year. But now the 
people go to the towns and villages much 
oftener, and they bring liquor back to the | 
farms.

Another that was 
watched from start to finish started on top of 
a dry slaty hill, und was a small bluish look- 
ing flame. It went some distance, becamo a 
cherry red light, went down to a plum tree, 
came back and wandered around for a while 
and at the edge of a deep gutter washed by 
the rain it stopped for a second and then went 
out. This occurred on December 20, 1902, in 
a high wind and a driving snow storm, and 
the next spring the plum tree was dead. This 
wan one of the prettiest lights I ever saw; it 
burned the steadiest and went the truest of 
any of them. 

In a neighbor's wheat field in one of tha 
shocks in broad daylight one of these lights 
appeared and five other lights came and stood 
around it. These did not move around, but 
burned brightly and steadily in one place 
for a long time. 

One evening while going home from work 
a party went through a piece of woods and 
on some rocks he saw a whole lot of glowing 
red hot coals of what looked to be on fire. Ile 
thought that a hunter or other person mak- 
ing a fire out here in the woods when it 
is so hot and dry, might set the woods 
on fire. The next day he went back, but 
there was neither burned woods or ashes of 
any kind in sight or any signs of a fire hav- 
ing been kindled.

IA Glance at the Heavens 
i By SERVATOR 
l HE heavens declare the glory of 


the Lord. And a iitde talk about 

the wonders up above may 
| enable many of my readers to 

vain a truer idea and grander 
conception of Deity than many now pos- 
sess. So ler us spend a few moments over 
this subject. 

Our little earth is a star revolving in 
space with countless millions of other 
stars, and it tills the soul with awe to re- 
tect upon the ghastly distances between 
the stars and the grandeur, glory and om- 
nipotence of the Being who created and 
set these myriads of worlds in inotion and 
keeps them from colliding with each 
other. 

The most familiar object in the night 
sky is the Moon, and also the closest to 
us, its distance being, approximately, 240,- 
coo miles. 

Then there are the bright stars that 
change their positions, these being the 
planets revolving with our earth around 
our sun, and consisting of Mercury, Mars, 
Jupiter, Venus and Saturn, with Uranus 
and Neptune on the outer edge of the 
circle. 

Our distance from the sun is quite ac- 
curately fixed at ninety-three millions of 
miles, which, however, is so enormous a 
distance that the human mind cannot com- 
prehend it. 

Then we have all noticed the hundreds 
and thousands of stars in the background 
which never seem to change their positions 
in regard to each other. 

These stars shining in the background 


are suns far larger than our sun and with 
systems of stars revolving around them, 
compared with which our solar system is 
as a grain of sand would be to our earth.

_ Mr. Edward Irving, trying to give an 
idea of what this distance means, said: 
“Some spider thread is so extremely fine 


and light that a single pound of it would 


be long enough to reach around the earth. 
To reach our moon would require nearly 
ten pounds of it. To go to the sun would 
take 3,712 pounds, but to reach the nearest 
fixed star would take 500,000 tons.” 

The star Canopus, a remarkable south- 
ern hemisphere star, is the second brightest 
star in the sky, outshone only by Sirius. 
We know that it takes the light from 
Canopus 200 years to reach us and Cano- 
pus gives thousands of times as much 
light as our sun. 

Simon Newcomb, the astronomer, says, 
“The light of the faintest stars the telc- 
scope can discover takes from 3,000 to 
4,000 years to reach us.” 

That awe-inspiring arch called the 
Milky Way is now known to consist of a 
continuous stream or belt of stars, or to 
better express it, it is made up of clouds 
of suns, too far away to be distinguished 
separaicly, and is split with a cleft of 
considerable length through part of its 
course. The camera shows that at least 
there are one hundred million stars in 
the Milky Way. 

I have given you some of these distances 
and magnitudes so as to let you have an 
idea of how our conception of Deity must
